14.  Milliyet  / In  Mersin  Free  Zone,  the  Mersin  Jandarma  and 

Security  Office  detained  five  customs  officers,  including  the 
director  of  the  Mersin  Free  Zone.  All  the  documents  and 
computers  in  the  Customs  Office  were  taken  to  the  security 
office.  It  is  reported  that  the  detained  officers  allegedly 
were  involved  in  bribery.

15.  Zaman  / Erkan  Mumcu,  Minister  of  Cultural  Affairs, 

announced  that  the  Zeugma  mosaics  will  not  be  displayed  in 
Istanbul  for  the  NATO  Summit,  due  to  a lack  of  time  to  prepare 
them.
